Jeff Albrecht (X-MEN ADVENTURES inker): “My favorite memo- 
ry of collecting comics when | was a kid was finding a back issue 
of the FANTASTIC FOUR in some obscure comic book store that 
was about as well-organized as your family junk drawer!” 
Ralph Cabrera (MORBIUS inker): “One that | remember is meet- 
ing Jim Shooter at a convention back in 1978. | also got to meet 
Mike Zeck. John Byrne was there, as well, and it was the first 
time he ever talked to me. I'll never forget his words. He said, 
“Hey, kid — get out of my light!” 
Rob Tokar (NEW WARRIORS editor): “I ordered a comic from 
Cookie Crisp cereal. It turned out to be a really hot collector's 
issue. It was an issue | missed on the stands — the one where 
Spider-Man changed his costume!” 
Mark McKenna (PUNISHER inker): “My favorite childhood mem- 
ories are of Mary Jane Watson! She would just make my hor- 
mones go into overdrive! It’s weird having a fixation on a cartoon 
character, but the way John Romita drew her was spectacular!” 
Reggie Jones (penciler of “Vengeance” in MARVEL COMICS 
PRESENTS): “My favorite childhood memory of collecting 
comics is from 1976. Stan Lee did a signing at a book shop in 
London. | was 14, and | was there in my school uniform. | stood 
in the rain for three hours with my mates.
